[San Franeisco, Cafif.) - Re * 
cently. THE BLACK PA NT HER 
had the opportunity to interview 
Don Broadnai, the fr[endly and 
farthright new deputy director of 
the Prisoners" Health Project 
(PUP). In the interview, Brood- 
nax detailed the effects of the 
severe cut backs on the San 
Francisco jail Health care pro¬ 
gram and the PHP 

QUESTION: How does the 
Prisoners' Health Project rdate 
to the recent jail lieahh care 
budget cuts. I know that you have 
filed a suil, How is it coming 
along? 

BROADNAX: On the 21st of 
August we go back to federal 
CourL. We ore a supporling party 
in the suil, Srnith vh. Hongistn. 
On the 2 Jsl f we are going back to 
gel a definitive ruling as to 
whether or not the city and county 
of San Francisco iiré going to 
implementthe Curry Plan, This is 
a limilcd liealth care plan which 
we initmliy did nol support, but 
are nnw supporüng because tl 
looks like the city wants to reduce 
the level of jail health care even 
belüw this minimal plan. 

Q: What i» the Curry Plan? 

BROADNAX: The Curry Plan 
colls for a basic minimal prjsnn 
health system simikr to the one 
üutlined in the American Correc- 
tional Assoeialion, mammis. This 
wmild caO for comprehensive 
nurse coverage, and more doctor 
coverage in a juil facility, 

There would also be some 
medieul sociaJ w-ork, as well as 
mental and psychiatrie care heing 
hnused in San Francisco ns 
opposed to transferring nn mmalc 
to Napa, 

Wliat the Curry Plan does, 
althnugh itnppealsluapoliliciaji’s 
expenaea, it tri fact saves the city 
of San Francisco a great deal of 
money. We are now puying u lot 
of money to outside agencies, 

Q: How will the cuts affect the 
Prisoners' Health Project pro¬ 
grams? 

BROADNAX: The cuLs have 
placed a fantaslic degree of 
pressure on us to guurantee to the 


prisoner populntron that they are 
going to gel the type of health 
care we ve been advocating. We 
suffered cuts in our grents which 
reduced our services down to 
aboul onedialf of whal they were, 

Q: Wliat type of semces have 
had to be cut? 

BROADNAX: Of particuiar in¬ 
terest is the psychiatrie service in 
the securify w nrd of San Francis- 
co General. The budget cuts have 
eliminated specialists and word 
social werkers. We have at* 
tempted to pay these people on a 
monlh-to-month basis, even with¬ 
out limit ed budget so that pris- 
ouers with minor psychiatrie 
problems won t be transferred to 
Napa (State Mental Huspïlui). 
We have found thut when the 
inmates go to Napa their condi* 
tion deteriorates. 

Q: Wc understond that not long 
ago the PHP sponsored a com- 
munity hearing in which a broad 
cross-sectïon of people lestified lo 
inadequate jail health care. Was 
there any response from city or 
county officials? 

BROADNAX: No t in facl their 
response was like the typical 


avoidance process, they acted as 
if they never existed. The public 
hearings we re bro&dcast over the 
radio, they were well attended 
and weil covered- No body in the 
city gnvemmenl has mentioned 
the fact they existed. This is wliat 
they do with most jail issues. 
Prisoners care are an extraordi- 
narily low budget priority — they 
Jiave no voicé, no power base and 
contrei no group of votes. Poli- 
tïeians ignore prisoners. 

Q’ As the new deputy director 
in what direction dn you see the 
PHP program going? 

BROADNAX: Presently not 
only da we have the responsibUUy 
of upgrading the jail health care 
in San Francisco bui. as we are in 
the process of leaming and 
growïfig, we are slarting to feel 
that the project does have natjoR- 
al implications. If jou study 
various publicaÜóns youII dis¬ 
cover that prisoner care is werse 
in Alabama than il is liere. AU of 
the knnwledge and Information 
that wave gained we wont to 
spread out to the larger commu- 
nitv. i

cnerced and even physic&liy forced lo take pt>werfui sedative drugs 
as a means of behavior coniroh 

The group demanded an end to the use of these drugs since 

I some of the ddverse sïde offects of ïhe drugs hoing uaed are uot fufly 
onderstuod. Several wiUtaases told the committee tijm the drugs 
heing used on inmates are powerful uranquilixers which are 
normaMy usoti to treul psychouc patients. Amotig the trnde nnmes nf 
ihe drugs are Tlioror.ine, Stelazine and Proloxin, 

Uite former inrnate testified, "You just go in tiiere and they start 
hunding out drugs. I was so drugged up and dnped that the only 
time I gnt out lof my cell) wus when I ate and when J went for more 
drugs, 

A video-taped series ol newa report 3 by Los Angeles televiaion 
station KABC was siföwn to the legisl&tnrs as part of the lesltmony. 
The news series charged thol 300 prisoners at^he allegedly modern 
and psydiiatrically-orienied ünn Luis ÖDÏspo Men's Colnny have 
been forced to take mind-dullmg drugs. 

Although the Calilnrnia Department of Coireclions denied the 
charges, it decüned to sand a spH>kesperson or representatives lo the

Through CIA opera tions 
sucJi aa the American Jnstitute of 
F ree Labor Development |AIFLD} 
there have been numerous 
reports attacking Guyana in the

Al its center rest* a 
hoge sug&r refinery, Tlie planta- 
tion also produces palmeiras from 
wliich palm oll is extracted, and 
wliidi has giveit rïse U> several 
subsidiary industries, indudirig 
soap (Soap is one <if n mullitude 
of prnducts made from palm oiLl 

Kicli in fruit and live stock, the 
plantalicm lias il$ nw-ri shops fnr 
repairs and the production nf 
spare paris, vast warehousés, a 
miniature railway system for 
iransporting the cuL cane from 
the fields tó the refinery, and ttó 
own liospdal. During the harve&l 
of tlie cane, the plan tal ion can 
employ 6,000 wurkers. 

When Mfliioco along with the 
Qiher MPLA supporters rctumed 
to the plan lat ion afier the PNLA 
occupation. they found the elec- 
ironic-mon ito ring equipmenl of 
the rcfïneriës badly damaged. as 
w'as the delicate laboralory equip- 
ment used m analyzing sugar 
products. Uffice oquipment —

It w'as the people of these areas 
lhat suffered most undor the 
FNLA ivccupaiion.

Most countries have never 
alopped their attacks on the 
apartheid polio Les of the South 
African While-settler regime.

AtTHORlZED 

Bajtrum testified tliat he was 
toJd that each burglary and 
placement of the microphones 
had boen authorized by the FBI 
natjonal headquartera in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C, He also lestifïed that 
he feceived commendalions for 
the informatian lie obtamed 
througli dié burglaries. Baxtrum 
is the first FBI agent to admit 
under oath to hoving commitod a 
burglary . 

Regarding the FBI burglary of 
the Denver SWP hoadqüarters. 
the Justice Department, whïch is 
currently investigating ükgafi 
Bureau break-ins. said that FBI 
officials in Washington waited for 
eiglit döys before reporting the 
burglary to Denver poJicc. The
